BOSTON, March IS.—In the preaonce of

declared tho coutest a draw. While the

ropea dose by Kilruin's corner, mounted 
a chair and, waving his tile, demanded 
a decision. When a draw was announced 
ho sprang into the arena, and rushed to- 
ward O'Donnoll's corner. Two of the 
seconds grabbed him by the arm and 
turned him aside, when ho clasped hands 
with Ktlrain in apparent congratulation 
and, awiiigint; hia arms, showed tho lat- 
ter how the tight might have been won. 
He was ready, bo said, to challenge tbe 
•winner if lue referee only named ono. 
The ox-champion was finally led oft by 
hia friends, and tho scene, which caused 
the wildcat excitement, ended.

NICARAGUA INCIDENT. 


THE SEVERE DEMANDS MADE BY 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


It is Probable That tho President' 


Will Interfere to'Secure an 


Am o mime lit, 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Tt ia impos- 


sible to learn positively whether tho 
stato department has been advised offi- 
cially of the severe domanda made upon 
Nicaragua by Groat Britain, but from 
tho fact that General Barrioa, who was 
appointed by Nicaragua to endeavor to 
settle the difficulty, haa recently paid 
several visits to the stato department in 
company with Dr. Gunman, tho resident 
Nicaraguan minister, it ia assumed that 
our own government is fully posted in 
regard to tho matter. 


It cannot bo denied that this new in- 


cident, taken iu connection with tho 
hostile attitude of Groat Britain towards 
Venzuelu, promises to lead to trouble of 
a character much more serious than the 
incident of tho Allianca. 
There are 


questions of indemtty arising in Yen- 
zeula, growing out of claims preferred by 
other European settlors. Many of the 
claims grow out of the failure of these 
republics to meet their obligations to 
foreign debtors under the stress of hard 
times and the influence of the world 
wide depression of trade, 


Aa the European governments appear 


to be moving to collect these individual 
debts on their own account, it ia a ques- 
tion that tho United States must speed* 
ily settle as to how far it is prepared to 
permit this process to go on, Besides

THE LATE LEGISLATURE. 


Tho statement that the legislature 


•which adjourned Saturday ni^ht was m 
tatter tbftn tho worst of its predecessors 
IB far from true. There have boon a 
number of legislative (sessions in this 
atato in which rnihoml inthieni-o ami 
money from various sources have held 
full away. Neit'ner tho railroad nor 
oilier organised ink-rests seeking lo i-on- 
trol legislation have achieved any nota- 
ble victories in this legislature. They 
met a number of very disastrous defeats 
and such victories aa they secured were 
meager and apparently unsatisfactory, 
weighted as they were by amendments 
proposed by friends of the people. It is 
true that tho legislature has not bcei 
without its usual scandal, but notwith- 
standing this it. kjtfie verdict of un- 
prejndicej obswJut^-Lfiat aa a whole ii 
has \>ej(. -ncTouiUy free from corrupting 


Tho moat disappointing thing in the 


legislature is its signal failure to secure 
retrenchment in state expenses—to cut 
down or entirely eliminate appropria- 
tions which are not justified, either by 
the ability of tho people to pay or the 
benefits which are supposed to accrue 
therefrom. In failing lo do this legis- 
lature has not only conferred a heavy 
responsibility apou ilovernor Budd, but 
H has given him tho opportunity to 
make a great deal of political capital foi 
himself and his party. That he wil 
avail himself of tho opportunity can 
hardly be doubted, for he cannot fail 
without violating a multitude of pledges 
made to the people prior to his election, 


The action of the legislature in this 


respect is not easily accounted for. Dur- 
ing the early part of the session, :vnd, 
fact, until within two weeks of the time 
for adjournment, it promised to he a 
legislature which every citizen would 
remember with gratitude nii'l pride; 
bat during its last days the honest ma- 
jority appeared to become divided and 
disorganized, while the champions of 
extravagance and jobbury were hold 
jointly together, as they always uro, by 
tho conesiveness of spoils. Much ^ood 
work was undone during tho last days 
of the eoaaion and not a Hula discredit- 
able work accomplished. 


So far as Fresno county is concerned, 


her representatives were found 
con- 


scientiously working for tho public weal 
daring the session, and it is no fault of 
theirs that more was not accomplished. 
Without exception they opposed all ox- 
travftfiant appropriations, and fulfilled, 
u far aa lay in their power, their 
pledges to the people of the county. 
Tltey have very materially decreased llio 
exponM of county government, and had 
legislation been enacted as they voted, 
Governor Budd would have had llttlo 
•pportonity to manufacture Democratic 
capital by the exercise of hit veto power.
